In the second district Cornell of Stock-

The Prendergast Case. 


UiiK-.Mio, May 21.—The trial of Prcn- 


dergast, the assassin of Mayor Harrison, 
which was set for trial before Judge 
Olietlain today was continued until to- 
morrow. It is stated that tho prosecu- 
tion will ask for a continuance from 
time to time until'June 4th, on which 
date another judge will succeed Judge 
Chctlain in the criminal branch of the 
county judiciary.

The New Constitution Drawn by 


the Council. 


HONOLULU, May 15, per steamer Gae- 


lic via San Francisco May 21.—The1 new 
constitution Ime been drawn by the ex- 
ecutive council, and will be submitted 
to the constitutional convention which 
meets May 30th. The new government 
ia to bo called the republic of Hawaii. 
There will be a president and executive 
council of fiveM The upper house of the 
legislature will consist of fifteen sena- 
tors, who will serve six years, and shall 
own property valued at not lesa than 
$5000. The assembly will consist of 
fifteen members, who shall serve two 
years, and who must be able to read ana 
write the English or Hawaiian lan- 
guage. The leRislature will meet every 
two years. 
Members of each house 


shaU'receive $400 per session. The pres- 
ident shall have the veto power, which 
may be overruled by a two-thirds vote 
of the legislature. 
The constitution 


may be amended in the usual way, ex- 
cept no amendment containing a propo- 
sition for the establishment of a mon- 
archy shall be entertained. The inten- 
tion is that the lirst president shall be 
appointed for six years and he shall bo 
President Dole, thereafter the president 
to be elected. It is likely al?o that the 
present ministers will be retained for a 
few years. The claim is now made that 
when a republic is declared the natives 
will make the Ions looked for uprising.

UNFORTUNATE ACTION. 


The present Flatus of the saloon clos- 


ing ordinance is tin'ortmiiUo. H if cal- 
culated to etir up a great deal of un- 
profitable local contention, with the 
chances favorable for neither e'ule of the 
controversy being fully fatteficd will 
the outcome. The action of the saloons 
in opening their places of business con- 
trary to mi existing ordinance is liasty 
and ill advised, and was, apparently, 
precipitated by some proceedings on the 
part of those who favor the ordinance 
which were not exactly relevant and 
material, to say the least. Better eotm- 
eel should have prevailed. 


AB we understand the situation, the 


liquor dealers claim that the ordinance 
is illegal—that it will not stand the test 
of a supreme 
court decision. This 


should have been made the basis for a 
settlement of the contention. A test 
case should have been agreed upon and 
submitted for a speedy determination. 
In the meantime the ordinance would 
have been in force, but the liquor deal- 
ers would have been saved the expense 
and trouble of numerous suits for its 
violation, and the community would 
have been spared the turmoil and annoy- 
ance winch will result if the present 
program is followed out—which should 
not be the case. The decision should 
yet be reached to test the ordinance, 
and accept its provisions in the same 
good faith which has hitherto prevailed, 
until its legality is determined. 


THE KEPITIHJCAN liaB frequently 
ex- 


pressed the opinion that the ordinance 
is a reasonable and desirable regulation, 
and it has discovered no reason for 
changing its opinion. It believes that 
the benefits therefrom would be more 
apparent to all if continued In force dur- 
ing tlic approaching vintage, when the 
matter of controlling the clement of 
floating 
labor—and 
vagrancy—which 


puts in Its annual appearance here, is a 
serious one. 
There will, it can be confi- 


dently predicted, be much less of the' 
vagrant and criminal element here if 
the saloons arc closed as they have been 
for ecvcral months past. 


But TUB KnrimucAX has not disre- 


garded the fact that so long as the liquor 
business is recognized by law as a legit- 
imate industry, that it is entitled to fair 
treatment. It should pay a license that 
will cover 80 near as can be determined 
the public expense which it creates, and 
should be subject to reasonable restric- 
tions. Other classes of business as a 
rule close voluntarily during the time 
fixed by the ordinance for saloon clos- 
ing, and hence it docs not on that score 
appear to bo an invidious distinction 
against that class of business. 


The advice of this paper would be that 


there be a lees display of hostility on 
both sides of this contention, and that, 
if possible, an armistice be effected until 
the case can be settled upon its merits.

ROAD WORK INVESTIGATION. 


The grand jury lias under considera- 


tion certain charges in regard to tlic 
mi t appropriation of road funds. One of 
the charccB, Uia believed, is in relation 
to a liberal expenditure in Supervisor 
Foster's district outside of an existing 
contract culling for tlie full care of the. 
roads therein. It IB also likely tliat 
there will be-nn investigation into vari- 
ous reports in regard to extravagant ex- 
penditures m other districts, and alleged 
unlawful interest therein on the part, of 
members of the board. 


It is not possible to state just how 


much foundation there will he found for 
the reports which have been in circula- 
tion, but it it not at all.surprising that 
public suspicion has been aroused. 
There was« general feeling of surprise 
on the part of the taxpayers of the 
county when it was announced that the 
Board of Supervisors in the face of the 
hard times and the heavy extra tax for 
court house construction, had mode'an 
unusually heavy appropriation for road 
purposes. It was believed by many that 
this appropriation had some connection 
with the fact that the supervisors under 
the law in force are the roadmaeters of 
their respective districts and disburse 
the moneys appropriated for that pur- 
pose, and this belief has caused more 
than the usual amount of attention to 
be directed to this branch of the public 
business. It is a simple statement of 
fact that the taxpayers desire and ex- 
pect a thorough investigation by the 
grand jury on this score, 


THE EKI-UHLICAN has been making 


some investigations in regard to the 
road work in localities which have been 
most under discussion, and such in- 
formation as it has been able to obtain 
will be 
found 
in 
another column. 


Whether there has been any absolute 
infraction of thu law is a question to be 
answered by those empowered to de- 
cide, but that there has been extrava- 
gance, and that the taxpayers have paid 
very high prices for road work at a time 
when they could ill afford it, can hardly 
be doubted when the statements of dis- 
interested people are taken into consul-

The Grand Jury Now In- 


vestigating Bills. 


FOSTKlt'S 
TUItN COMI3S 
FIRST 


Butler and the Elkliom tirade May 


Follow— Some Very Kuggetit- 


ivc Figures. 


Judging from present appearances the 


grand jury will Buireely adjourn without 
some sort of a report on county road 
matters. There are a number of circum- 
stances which lead to the inference that 
in two districts at least the grand jury 
has a promising field for inquiry. 


One of these is in district No. 1, of 


which T. K. Foster is supervisor; the 
other, No. 4, is under the care of K. B. 
Butler. Foster waa elected by the l*co- 
ple's Party, llutler is a Democrat. There 
is one point on which these political ex- 
tremes may be said to have met. A 
snap on the county did not come amiss 
with them. 
It has been no secret for several days 


that the road scandals of tlio county 
would be ventilated before the grand 
jury, and in Foster's case the time has 
already come. Up to date the evidence 
seems to be rather suggestive of incapa- 
city than of wilful perversion of funds, 
but that the county is many thousands 
of dollars poorer is easily demonstrated 
in the light of facta. 


Supervisor, Foster's district is contig- 


uous to a People's Party stronghold, 
West Park, and the following little bill 
of persons employed in work, which 
some unkind persons aver was already 
covered by a contract, is suggestive 
enough in its way. This work is largely 
if not entirely in the old road district, 
No. 4, beginning about one mile weet of 
Fresno and running to the boundary of 
the Fruitvale tract. Following are the 
bills:

tween this number four old road dis- 
trict and tliu section covered bv a con- 
tract dated March 8,181)3, between H. 
K. Murleigh nnd the Board of Super- 
visors. This contract was for one year, 
and tlic amount called for and allowed 
was $1284, Those who are not Popu- 
lists in the West Park region are crying 
out that the extra bill of $1<15!).08 above 
given in detail covered uhielly, it not 
entirely, the same work, and that Fos- 
ter waa a good enough mariner to cast 
an anchor to windward. 


Payson was roadmaster under Foster 


nnd is a convert of the Pcoulc's party. 
A mere review of the lint above given 
would be likely to indicate that the 
thirty-eight men named were expected 
to do the right thing at the right time. 
It eeums a large amount of Individual 
patronage to be divided up ia 8* small a 
district, but the i) again unkind people 
are heard to murmur: "I'aywnl It's 
all Payson." 


Foster, it is said, claims that the work 


done by Payson "A (jo." is all new work 
and not covered by the Burluigli eon- 
tract. "Sandy spots" have been re- 
deemed and a lot of value has been ren- 
dered to the people ol Fresno county for 
the money. 


Just here if: where the grand jury will 


have an excellent opportunity of assert- 
ing its inquisitorial riglita. Mr. Bur- 
Icigh, so some people claim, appeared 
before the board of supervisors three 
mom IIP Itpfnrfi his mill rant was up, and 
speciliciilly asked Supervisor Foster if 
there was anything covered by his con- 
tract that required to be done, as he 
wiuhi'd to (ill the bill to the last jot and 
tittle of the law. In other words, Foster 
was asked [ioi-.it blank before the board 
of supervisors whether there waa any- 
thing to lie done and the point is made 
that Foster never gave Burleigh any in- 
structions. 


There was no intimation that the 


roads in the section covered by this ap- 
parent double work has not been prop- 
erly attended to. Supervisors Wicker- 
sham and Butler as a committee, went 
over the roads and made a satisfactory 
report to the boar.I. The only question 
is whether assurance had not been 
made doubly sure by two parties being 
actively at work in the same district 
and virtually on the same contract. If, 
as Foster claims, the $1659 was all new 
work, It is still open to inference that a 
liberal spirit is apt to bo shown by 
Bupervisora, with People's party pro- 
clivities on the eve of a rcnomination, 
and that a People's party supervisor 
takes care of his friends "alien eamee" 
with the wicked old parties who are to 
be reformed and turned out into the 
cold, cold world. 


The friends of Mr. Foster are already 


out with a claim that the contract with 
Burleigli was made before he became a 
member of the board, but the fact re- 
mains that when a man gets married or 
becomes a supervisor he assumes re- 
sponsibilities which he cannot cast off 
by saving "he 
didn't know it was 


loaded'." 
Mr. Foster seema to be an unlucky 


man in many respects for a political re- 
former. . When the ploughing up of Elm 
avenue waa in progress it waa perhaps 
unfortunate that 
Mr. 
Wickersham 


needed only eight horses and two men 
to do his share of the work, while Fos- 
ter bad fourteen horses and three men 
employed on precisely the same amount 
of work. The difference to the county 
waa $5.75 per diem. 


A liberal spirit is an excellent thing 


in a general sense, but when it comes to 
the partitive sense the heavily-burdened 
taxpayers of the county are apt to put 
in a silent plea for economy at the polls. 
That is why Supervisor Butler of the 
Fourth district is not feeling as sure of 
re-election aa he did a little while ago. 
Sir. Kutler ia a good Democrat, and 
economy is the corner stone of the 
Democratic temple, such as it is. 


In Butler's district ia included what 


is known aa the Elkborn grade, a coatly 
piece of work which dwarfs into insii;- 
nilicance the improvements wrought in 
Foster's district. But it may be that in 
this case the People's Party did not get 
in to help on the economical basin, 
although many patriots of that brand 
are running around loose in Butler's 
corral willing to be taken care of. 


By reference to the county map it 


will be seen that the Elkliorn grade tra- 
verses the swamp country southwest of 
Fresno, forming an alluvial tract below 
the bed of Murphy's alough, and the 
backwaters of the Kings river. 


When the grade was originally con- 


structed it waa iute.ided to furnish the

from jxjints on the western edges of the 
grade, or within four miles of it. 


From Fresno city to near Caruthers 


school houHti ia in a due south line, out 
lilui avenue and past Washington col- 
ony, over a good road, for a distance of 
about twelve miles, when a sharp turn 
to the right leads to Carulhers station 
on what ia known as the West Side of 
the Southern Pueiliu railroad, un im- 
port lint receiving and distributing point. 
Thence the way IB about ten miles across 
a burned up wheat belt to near Elkliorn 
school houBC, where the Elkliorn grade 
begins and the land sinks considerably, 
HO that tules and swumps replace the 
arid tract, dear to the sand toad, and the 
cuckoo owl. 


The approach to the grade is marked 


by a decided increase in the number of 
ranches, and also by a plague of mos- 
quitoes and horseflies. 
Hi-placing the 


desert sand conies an acreage of adobe 
mud. The grade is four miles long, and 
fifteen bridges are distributed over this 
extent. The average elevation of the 
grade is about four feet. It rises in 
some places to seven feet and sinks in 
others to two feet, and ^is wide enough 
for two teams to paes each other. 


The chief complaint about this grade 


is that it has proved decidedly expensive. 
Just how much of the following bills al- 
lowed Jit hist February's sitting of the 
Board of Supervisors pertains to the 
Elkliorn grade is for .Supervisor Butler 
und.his friends to state. 


J. M. Kerr did the grading on the 


West Side, T. W. Harding on the East 
Side. The lumber bill, though appar- 
ently-large, isr represented to the satis- 
faction of local residents in the fifteen 
bridges, or in those repaired during the 
fall and winter of last year. It is in the 
teaming and road work that the "odd 
little oddity" appears 


Ano her matter which attracts atten- 


tion is the number of items belonging to 
the autumn months of 1893, which were 
allowed by the board in February. In 
this connection it may be mentioned 
that the last grand jury, selected by the 
Board of Supervisors under the old law, 
was in session at the time, and the bills 
were put through subsequently, and 
perhaps conveniently.

One thing has to be admitted without 


reserve. The improvements included 
under the 
general term "Elkliorn 


grade" havo immenBcly appreciated the 
value ol land in that district and it may 
well be that this is one of the reasons 
why local residents are not "kicking" 
over bills which the entire county is 
called on to foot. 


D. C. Francis lives on the west side of 


the grade, some thirty-four miles from 
Fresno. Though a Republican, ho has 
acted as deputy roadmaater, and is thor- 
oughly familiar with all the work done 
on the grade during the past nine 
months. 
Mr. 
Francis 
farms about 


sixty acres of land in the Crescent 
school house vicinity and incidentally 
does a little team work. 


He is of the opinion that if the repairs 


to the Elkliorn grade, begun after the 
local ovorllow last summcrjiavc cost the 
county many thousands of dollar, then 
jnmo thousands of dollurs might Imvo 
been saved. 


He gives Jim Kerr credit for having 


pretty promptly and cllicicntly done hia 
work un tlm weat side of the grade. But 
lie in not no sure about J. II. lliiriling's 
work ou the east eule, and is quite sure 
the work would have been done much 
sooner and cheaper if carried out on 
InisincKS principles with a contract. Mr. 
Francis thinks that cigarettes and ele- 
jant leisure prevailed extensively on 
the east side of the grade during the 
winter months when most of the grad- 
ing waa supposed to bo done, lie wus 
there almost every day, and when the 
water was running over the grade dur- 
ing the early fall lie was accustomed to 
pilot teams through. 


Mr. Francis believon that the lumber, 


like the negro's chickens in the Dark- 
town jury verdict, is " 'counted for," as 
lie has some of It in his charge now, anil 
the bridges are in evidence for the rest. 
But as to tlie way the men worked on 
the east side of the grade, he eeetiiH dis- 
tinctly to intimate that he. would like a 
a job of the same kind with Butler's 
mules to work and J, H. Harding as 
road master. 


Mr. Butler is said to have quite a 


large mule factory at Wildl(ower and his 
stud is reported to be .prolific, but 
whether twenty-eight or more or less of 
the mules were at work on the Elkliorn 
jrtvde last winter, Is a problem for an 
inquisitorial body to determine. Mr. 
Francis evidently bel ieved there is 
"money in mules." 


There are many other bills for road 


work in the February account, concern- 
ing which Mr. Harding ia thought to bo 
able to afford an explanation. Francis 
mentions incidentally that Sam Heed, 
brother of T. L. Reed of Reedley, ap- 
peared before the last auperviaorinlly 
appointed grand jury and talked about 
Harding's work but did not meet with 
much encouragement. At all events 
nothing was done. Mr. Francis did not 
disguise his conviction that if the work 
on the grade had been performed in a 
business way, under contract, at least 
half its coat could have been saved. 


Lovi Goodell, a rancher, living on the 


west side of the grade, thought the dis- 
trict had been greatly benefltted by the 
repairs to the grade, becauee of easy 
communication 
thus 
afforded 
with 


Fresno, hut if the work had been put 
out under a contract the figures might 
have been very different anu the saving 
to the county considerable. "Of course, 
said he, ''it makes all the difference 
whether work ia done under a contract 
or whether it. is done for the county 
without one." 


Postmaster Grove of Wheatvillc, just 


on the west side of the grade, is an old 
time Democrat but is in sympathy with 
the Populiats just now. He is friendly 
with Butler and thinks the latter has 
worked hard for hia district. Last year, 
he says, there were four months when 
teams couldn't cross the grade to get to 
Fresno, Then camfl the repairs. He 
admim that if he had had to do the job 
himself it would have been done more 
quickly and more economically. "A man 
in charge of team a can natuaraUy favor 
himself," said Mr. Grove. He knew 


that there had bvuii considerable talk 
in thin part of the district about the ex- 
peuue of the grade and the tiiuo it had 
tukeu to make the repairs, but had put 
much of it down as a desire to injure 
Butler politically and to Tom Whoa ton's 
talk. 


Tom \Vheaton, it appears, hua had 


considerable to say about the cost 
of the grade and 
contingent mut- 
ters. His opponents claim, however, 
that it is only hearsay. Ho fives about 
six miles north of Wheatviilo and like 
all in the section is just a plain farmer. 


Olney Whiteside, who will contest 


Butler's seat in the Populist interest, 
is alleged to know considerable about 
the winter's work on the grade, and just 
what the five double teams did and did 
not do. 


That the teamsters and read hands 


did not overwork themselves during the 
Christmas week appears to be signill- 
vantly suggested by the remark ol a 
roustabout at Frank Harris' camp on 
the west Bide of the grade. "You know 
what Christmas and New Year is," said 
he. A gesture ol uplifting a cup to the 
lips met with a nod of approval. 


Arthur Graham, a young hired bund, 


now working for Mr. Lowry un the east 
side of the grade, was working last De- 
cember for Frank Wiley, who did the 
blacksiiiithing. Said 
he: 
"1 don't 


want to get into a row, but I heard a lot 
of the boys say that those follows Inul 
got n snap on the county" 


Mrs. Wiley smiled when asked if there 


waa any truth in the report that the 
teamsters and . road men had taken 
things easy. "Well, they were not on 
the dead run, that's sure. The easy 
way things were run was a matter of 
common talk." 


The grade itself looks to be a pretty 


solid piece of work so far aa the bridges 
ar« concerned, but whether the road 
bank will stand the next winter freshets 
time alone can tell. The earth is Kim- 
ply alluvial clay, without anv lateral 
support, and is exposed to breaks for a 
distance of four miles. 


"The simplest way to get at the mat- 


ter," said D. C. Francis, whose state- 
ment has been already given, "would bo 
for a competent outside surveyor to take 
a chain and measure the work done on 
theeast side. It will be easy for him to 
say how long it should have taken, and 
how much it should have coat." And 
Mr. Francis withdrew, rrinking pro- 
fusuly with the other eye. 


Supervisor Butler stated last night 


chut any reports to the effect that he 
owned the mules which were being 
worked at the time of the repair or con- 
struction of the Elkliorn grade, were en- 
tirely false. 


He said that there were sixteen head 


of stock at work on Harding's end of 
the grade, sometimes scraping, eomc- 
Limes hauling. He never at any time 
furnished or sold stock to Mr. Kerr. 


Mr. Butler admitted that be had suM 


eight mules to Mr. Smuotx and eight to 
Mr. Harding, the latter sale being 
effected since he himself waa elected 
supervisor. 


Mr. Butler desires all 
citizens of 


Fresno county interested in the roads of 
the county, to drive down to the Elk- 
horn district and look at the grade, 
which he thinks will speak for itself. 
He claims that be gave explicit instruc- 
tions to Mr. Harding to bu on the spot 
ill Ihe time, and he knows that Mr. 
Harding camped down there and was 
ii'iuully present nearly every day dur- 
ing Ihe work of repair, except only 
when tjome call waa made on him that 
luiik him away not more than a day at 
.1 Unit 
1.

depends on the teacher's recommenda- 
tion and samples of worlc done during 
the school year. Those interested in tlm 
work being done by the schools of the 
county would do well to examine tho 
children's papers now to he seen in the 
superintendent's olllce at the court 
house. Specimens of work in geometry, 
drawing, laiifnuiiro. arithmetic and HIIII- 
ary other subjects of the county arc on 
exhibition. Many of I hem reveal talent 
of a high order.

The executive board of the Voters and 


Taxpayers' League met hist night at the 
K-street-M. K. church to adopt a plan 
of action to inecf. the uuiv n.ovc of the 
saloon keepers. 


The members appeared lo lie enthusi- 


astic and determined to prosecute tlio 
violators of the liquor ordinance to the 
bitter end, but wanted tho league to 
adopt Komo systematic plan of proml- 
ure.
